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Commissioners’ Report 





In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of New 
Hampshire, the commissioners of Rockingham County here- 
with present the annual report of the county commissioners, 
clerk of Superior Court, sheriff, solicitor, superintendent of 
the County Farm and House of Correction, farm physician, 
farm chaplain, and auditors for the year ending December 
31, 1934. 

Another year has rolled by and again it becomes our duty 
to make a brief report to the citizens of Rockingham County. 
Once again for the second year in-succession, we are pleased to 
state that Rockingham County is in the best financial condition 
of any county within the border of our state. We closed the 
year of 1934 with a balance or surplus of $30,881.64, with no 
outstanding bonds, notes or bills, except the relief bills to the 
Relief Administration for the months of November and De- 
cember, which were not presented to us until after January 
1, 1935. The total amount of these bills amounts to less than 
. $8,000, which represents a true surplus for our county of over 
$22,000, or an increase of practically $6,000.00, over the past 
year. At this time we wish to thank the court, sheriff, and all 
other county officers for their efforts in the past to keep within 
the appropriations of their department, thus helping us to make 
this excellent financial record for our county, in these trying 
times. 

The cost of relief off the farm for county cases under the New 
Hampshire Relief Administration, amounted to nearly $120,- 
000.00 in the past twelve months. The cost to Rockingham 
County for its 25 per cent share, as provided for by bill 417, was 
nearly $30,000.00 or, almost $5,000.00 more than was appro- 
priated for relief for the year 1934. Your commissioners have 
checked the bills of the New Hampshire Relief Administration 
thoroughly in order to properly protect the taxpayers of our 
county. At the same time, this has kept us in closer touch 
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with the case load within our county, thereby we were better 
prepared to begin to administer relief to our county cases on 
and after January 1, 1935. 

Your county hospital and home at Brentwood has had prac- 
tically a ten percent. increase of inmates during the past year 
over the preceding twelve months. Though at times the insti- 
tution was filled very nearly to capacity, we are very grateful 
to the Superintendent and the Matron, Dr. Mitchell, and Miss 
Lord our nurse, also to every employee of the institution, for 
their co-operation, efforts, efficiency and patience, in attending 
these patients without a single epidemic. We have been able 
to show iarger cash receipts from this institution, than we be- 
lieve has ever been shown in any previous financial year. The 
total receipts amounted to $17,324.64. These receipts were 
realized through large crops at the farm, the sale of live stock, 
dairy products, receipts from boarders at the institution, and 
from the sale of wood to the Relief Administration. This 
wood was purchased by your commissioners at a low cost and, 
through the efforts of our help and prisoners was turned into a 
large cash revenue at the farm. Owing to higher prices paid 
for all food products bought for the farm, and to our increased 
enrollment, our expenses were naturally much higher. We are 
pleased to state, however, that we were able to make several 
minor improvements and repairs at the institution and still 
keep within our appropriations for the institution. 

Your other county property at Portsmouth and at Exeter 
has been well cared for within the appropriation allotted to us 
for this work by our last county delegation. 

For the past month your commissioners have been admin- 
istering relief to the county cases within your county. Al- 
though we realize that the load has practically doubled since 
we last handled the work, eighteen months ago, we feel that 
owing to the fact that we are so closely in touch with the condi- 
tions of the families within our county, that we are going to be 
able to handle this work more economically and to the better 
satisfaction of those receiving relief. We also feel that we 
shall be able to pay the store-keepers, landlords, merchants, 
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doctors and all others more promptly than they have been 
paid at any time within the past eighteen months. Once more 
we wish to assure the overseer of the poor of Portsmouth, and 
the overseers of the poor and selectmen of the towns that we 
will again appreciate working with them for the good of all 
the people within our county. We are pleased to inform them 
and any other citizens of the county, that we will be glad to 
meet them at our office in the Court House in Portsmouth on 
any Friday, or at the County Farm at Brentwood on any 
Wednesday, when we are there for our regular weekly inspec- 
tion, or at Derry on the first Monday of each month, or at 
Exeter on the third Tuesday of each month, the days of our 
monthly visits to the last two named towns. Other meetings 
may be arranged by the commissioners by appointment at 
any time or place, where important county business awaits us.

Gentlemen: 


The furniture and equipment of the Court House at Ports- 
mouth has been in vse since 1891 and that in the Court House 
at Exeter since 1893, forty-three and forty-one years re- 
spectively, with few exceptions where a small quantity has 
been supplied to replace that which had been worn out. 

Much of the furniture has given out, so that it cannot be 
repaired economically. At the present time there is not 
sufficient furniture to properly carry on the necessary work of 
the Court. Many of the chairs now in use, are loose jointed, 
and if a person changes his position in them, they squeak so 
that the jury, stenographer or counsel cannot hear the answer 
of the witness. : 

The window shades at the Court House at Exeter must be 
renewed, as the ones now in use have become deteriorated to 
such an extent, that some cannot be lowered and others can- 
not be raised. It has been necessary to tack up newspapers 
over the windows when it was necessary that the doctors 
make a physical examination of a party to determine the ex- 
tent of their injuries. 

The carpets in the Court Room at both Court Houses are 
badly worn and should be replaced. 

The witness stand at Exeter should be enlarged, as it is not 
long enough to have a chair on it and allow a person to stand 
up in comfort to be sworn, examine a plan, pictures or other 
papers. 
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The conditions in Rockingham County are different from 
those in all other counties in regard to the Clerks of Court’s 
offices and the Judge’s private rooms. In all other counties 
the Clerk’s office is in the Court House, and the Judge’s rooms 
are available at all times for private hearings with counsel. 

In Rockingham County, the Clerk’s office is in a separate 
building, and the Court House is not open or heated except - 
when Court is in session. It is often necessary to have hearings 
on short notice, and there should be a room at the Records 
Building for that purpose. As it is now, use is made of the 
Probate Court Room or rooms connected thereto, and the 
County Commissioner’s room, but there are times when those 
rooms are occupied, and a hearing has to be held in the Clerk’s 
office where they can have no privacy owing to the number of 
people coming into that office to look up records, sign papers, 
or for information. 

There is a small room adjacent to the Clerk’s office which 
can be made available as a private office for the Judges. To 
make this room available, it will be necessary to relocate some 
toilet fixtures, cut a doorway through the partition and install 
necessary lighting fixtures, desk, swivel chair and three office 
chairs. 


The following is necessary for the Court House at Exeter: 


New window shades 
Two swivel chairs 
Two dozen chairs 
Carpet for Court room 


The following is necessary for the Court House at Ports- 
mouth: 
Three swivel chairs 
Two dozen chairs 
Four settees 
Carpet for court room 


The chairs should be of a solid type such as is geneinas 
found in offices and public buildings. 
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When the addition was made to the Records Building in 
1927, no reserve filing equipment was purchased for the Clerk 
of Court’s office, as the then County Commissioners wanted to 
avoid issuing one of the five thousand dollar bonds authorized 
for the building equipment. The equipment then installed was 
only such as was needed for the use at that time. Since that 
time, it has been necessary to purchase yearly additional 
filing and other equipment at a cost of about two hundred 
dollars per year. That amount should be made available for 
the next two years. 

The appropriation for the year 1935 should be made suf- 
ficient to cover the foregoing.

Physician’s Report 


Eprine, N. H., January 1, 1935. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners of Rockingham 
County: 


Permit me to make the following report of conditions, 
medical activities and difficulties at the County Institution at 
Brentwood and offer some suggestions. 

The buildings and sanitation there are preserved in com- 
mendable state as usual. The feeding and personal care never 
better. I reported 1932 very busy, 1933 busier and shall have 
to mark 1934 busiest. 

While a brief run of whooping cough was the only epidemic 
that visited us a lot of aged and feeble people, a few very ill 
infants and many near the end of life were admitted. From 
necessity they had to be. 

Our death list is long. Twenty-five were over 75 years and 
18 of these were 80 or over. Twelve lived from a few hours to 
10 days. Three had fractured hips. Nine inoperable cancers 
or cases which had been unsuccessfully operated. One baby 
was born there, had whooping cough, pneumonia and menin- 
gitis dying at seven months. 

This is the only child we have lost in years past. The only 
consolation is that she had faithful, constant care from her first 
day to her last. With more room this case might possibly have 
been prevented. 

As stated for several years the whole institution is crowded 
most of the time, especially the Infirmary. This prevents 
isolation of new and suspected patients and a better classifica- 
tion of mixed cases. 

Last year I suggested a Home for women and children 
smaller than the Men’s Home. 

Today I am more in favor of a small hospital building. 
This could be located so as to balance the Administration and 
improve the architectural beauty of the whole plant; costing 
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no more than a Woman’s Home and permit better, more 
modern care of the distinctly hospital cases, leaving the Dis- 
pensary and its constant use in the present Infirmary. 

It would seem this would meet all expected requirements 
for many years. 

Through this ‘‘busiest’”’ and trying vear hearty co-operation 
has been cheerfully rendered by your Board, superintendent 
and Mrs. Stiles, our ever ready nurse, Miss Lord, and her 
assistants. Dr. Donald E. Higgins has proved a strong help in 
time of need. I desire to express my hearty appreciation to 
each of these and every attache.
